Dobleman of iramense wealth and a liigh 
position St the Imperial Court, fell in 
.oye OTth s beantiful young woman, of 
extraction, and persuaded her to 
live with as bis mistress. 
He sequest­ 
ered Lii jewel in one of his castles in 
the country, in order to suffer less from 
the pangs of jealously, and at the same 
lime conceal from the world the inter­ 
esting circumstances 
in which the 
thoughtless creature found herself. 
In 
May 1841, the old Baron advised bis 
love by letter that, in view of an ap- 
.proaohingcvent, he bad made a codicil 
10 .Its will, wherein he had provided for 
hts offspring with princely niuuificona. 
Dot before the letter reached its desti­ 
nation, the Barou was struck by sudden 
death from appoplexy, and the party to 
whom It was 'addressed bad given birth 
to a healthy boy. 
The Probate Court 
opened the testament, wherein the two 
legitimate daughters of the Baron wore 
named as hi.s heirs, but there was no 
■ve.<.tip ofthe codicil. 
Out of respect 
tor the former high position of the Bar­ 
on in society, and to avoid scandal, the 
two beires.se8 supported bis mistress and 
her child during the first few years, 
and even provided her with the means 
lor the boy’s education. 
But after a 
win e they lost sight of thorn, and fiual- 
iy. aimndniied them entirely.

I cars pa-sod by, and the illegitimate 
Fon became an intelligent and labori­ 
ous .stui ent of meudiciue at the Uuiver- 
sity of Berlin, and 
received his diplo­ 
ma as Doeti r ofMe.)icine in 1866. 
His 
mother had carefully concealed from 
lierson h/s iliegititnafe orígin, anii al­ 
lowed bim to believe that his father had 
belonged to her owi. class, and that be 
died many years ago. 
At that period 
one of the daughters of the old Baron, 
who bad married a chamberlain of the 
Loiirt, sought to engage a tutor for her 
son, a youth of sixteen years, and by 
oue of those marvellous coincidences, 
which happen oftener in romances than 
lu real lile, 
her attention was thrown 
to the young nhyaieian, who at that 
time-wa.s visiting tho hospitals of Vi­ 
enna. 
Her son being of a frail consti- 
totion, she was very glad to iutrust his 
peculiar studies was enabled to careful­ 
ly watch over his physical condition ; 
auu without the least idea that she had 
eiiguged so near a relation, the young 
doctor was introduced into the family,
